As you may have read in Concordia's Thursday Report or seen in our electronic media 
(concordia.announce, concordia.general, Shoptalk, etc...), open meetings have been planned for 
October 1 to outline the work-to-date and recommendation put forward by the senior administration 


regarding the University's long-term space plan. 


The space plan that we will be presenting to the Board of Governors on October 21 is the product of 
discussions at the Faculty, senior administrative and Senate levels, as well as a recent special meeting of 
the University's Board of Governors. It is consistent with our long-term academic planning and it is the 
option chosen by most, but not all, of the members of last year's Advisory Task Force on the 
Revitalization of the Loyola Campus. 


This is a plan that reflects a vision of Concordia University as a dynamic institution sensitive to societal 
challenges. It addresses the needs of students, faculty and staff while maintaining the traditions that make 


Concordia different, including a strong and vital two-campus operation. 
We would like to share this vision with you on October 1. 


I will open the meeting and will offer a brief introduction followed by a presentation of the plan by 
Rector's Cabinet Executive Director Garry Milton. We will then have an open discussion and entertain 


questions and comments from the community. 
I hope that you will be able to join us on October 1. 


We would ask unit heads, managers and directors to be flexible in their scheduling to allow employees to 
attend the meetings.
